Hiſtory, as faſt. as he finiſhed them. And 
therefore this Inſtance ought to be of 
great weight with every body, even 
with thoſe Facobites you talk of, Tt is 
a Royal, as well as my Lord Herbert's 
Hiſtory of Henry V7I. 
.- Fam not ignorant, that this King 
'Henry VIII. is brought as an Inſtance 
ofa King that. could: pull up Foun- 
dations, and do what he pleaſed; but 
there was a ſtrange Concurrence in 
his/Time to help/him in the buſineſs he 
was doing, and he didit by Parliaments, 
and often-uſed Palliations ; and per- 
hapsif a Man looks obſervirgly upon 
his Life, - he was but-the Head of the 
Rabble-rour'; and that neither He nor 
the.Peopie knew what he would be 
at. It was an Age big with Changes ; 
and' his greateſt Exorbitances fell up- 
on a:fort of People who were: wear- 
ing.into diſeſteetn, or were ofa more 
Private Nature. Beſides, he began his 
Reign with a wondrous good Grace, 
and he ſacrific'd now-and then a 24;- 
»iſtex 5 ard 'whar he took: from the 
Church, he divided amongſtthe Gentry 
and Nob4lity.” But, after all, I will own 
there are ſotne Periods of his Reign, 
wherein the Prince went farther and 
faſter than the Peeple, and he had rhe 
good luck: to do ſtrange things by in:

He gave up Empſon and Dudley 
meerly to their Rage ; and Woolſey's 
Fall was pleaſing; and, as1 jolt now 
intimated, he was more Sacrilegious

was otherwiſe Oppreſlive. |

ſhall be Qu: Phe abeth, UI Speech 
in the 4.3d year'of her Reign, oCCaſt- 
oned by Complaints againſt Monopo- 
lies, is ſo excellent, that I think fit. to 
tranſcribe it at length ; tho?
